Embattled administrator eites confidentiaUty in statement 


Asaodfted Freas 

BOISE — Chief Deputy Superintendent 
of Public Instruction Terry Haws was fired 
Friday, two days alter public disclosure that 
he had settled a dninken driving charge. 

State Schools Superintendent Anne Fox’s 
office issued a statement saying she would 
have no further comment and cited the con- 
fidentiality of personnel matters. Haws was 
Fox's campaign manager during the 1994 
election. 

Deputy Superintendent Darrell Loosle, a 
holdover from the administration of retired 
Superintendent Jerry Evans, will be Fox's 


interim chief dcp^. 

Haws pleaded ^ty to'ioattcntive driving 
on Jan. 1 1 after prosecutors in Boise agreed 
to drop one count of drunken driving for an 
October traffic stop. He received a witMicId 
judgment, meaning the conviction con be 
.erased from his record if he successfully 
completes probation. 

, Haws refused to take a blood-alcohol test 
^e day he was stopped; and Assistant City 
Attorney Kevin Bot^ said he did not per- 
form wdl in field soMe^ tests. 

Refusing to take the blood-alcohol test re- 
sulted in his driver's license being suspend- 
ed for 180 days. He also was sentenced to 


-two days in jail, one year on probation and 
about $350 in fines and court costs. 

KTVB-TV in Boise also reported Friday 
that Haws was accused more than a decade 
ago of soliciting sex from d minor in Alaska 
in exchange for drugs.' He pleaded no con- 
test to a misdemeanor charge of cOntributmg 
to the' delinquency of a minor, KTVB re- 
ported, and was sentenced to a suspended 
60-day jaiUerm.

Mandates

WASHINGTON — It took over

dates passed the Senate by a sizeable 
76-vote margin.

Under the legislaiion, the Congres- 
sional Budget Office must review all 
new bills for costly mandates. Afler 
CBO-dctermincs the costs. Congress 
would either have to secure funding 

— through new taxes or budget cuts 

— or rule the legislation “out of or- 
der.” 

With gavel in hand and perched 
atop the Senate's most powerful chair, 
-JCempthomc presided for a bjjcf mo- 
ment over the ehamber shortly after 
Friday’s vote, basking in the glow of 
his colleagues' praise over a job well 
done. 

"Every mayor in America should 
honor Sen. Kempthome with keys to 
their cities," said Senate Majority 
Leader Robert Dole, R-Kansas. 
“We're making a big, big, step in the 
right direction." 

Senate Minority Leader Thomas 
Daschle. D-S.D., said the bill’s pas- 
sage puts an end to "business as 
usual" in the Senate, or at least in 
the way the chamber deals with 
state and local governments. 

The Senate's top Democrat, how- 

cve r^ w as. quick to defend the par- 

ty’s attempts to slow consideration . 
of the bill down, efforts largely 
viewed by Republicans as obstruc- 
— tionish ^ 

“Because we look the time, this is 
a much better bill. It is on improved 
bill," said Daschle on the Senate 
floor. “It is the reason why there 
^ was widespread bipartisan support 
for the bill.” 

Later in the day in telephone in- 
— terviewrKcmpth'bme-admittcd-that— 
Democrats oiTcred some “helpful" 
amendments that serve to enhance 
the bill, but noted a “little bit of a 
test of wills" between the two par- 
ties throughout the debate. 

In 1993, Kempthome ofTered up 
an identical measure to little fanfare 
in the Dcmocratic-controllcd 
Congress. It eventually picked up 
61 votes — enough to fend off a fil- 
ibuster ■ — but it was never brought 
up for a final vote in the Senate.

WASHINGTON (AP) — The fed- 
eral budget could be balanced in pait 
by ending $3 billion in annual subsi- 
dies to the mining, livestock and 
ber industries,.

WASHINGTON — Although 
the idea of a coijstitutional 
amendment to require a bdloi^ccd 
budget has been examined and 
debated for nearly 60 years, at 
least one big question remains 
unanswered: What happens if the 
amendment takes effcct’and 
Congress still fails to balance the 
nation’s budget? 

It’s a scenario that could “consti- 
tute enormous and highly problem- 
atic changes in the current alloca- 
tion of power among the branches 
of government," David Strauss, a 
professor at the University of 
Chicago'Law School, testified at a 
recent Senate Judiciary Committee 
meeting.

Lawmakers want men to wait for vasectomies 


ST. PAUL, Minn. (AP) — If women must wait 
24 hours before receiving on abortion, so should 
men who want vasectomies, a state lawmaker 


says. 


“This is a gender-cqui^ bill,” said Republican 
Rep. Dave Bishop, who introduced the measure 
Thursday. “What's sauce for the goose should be 
sauce for the gander." 

Bishop’s bill counters a proposal tacked onto a 
welfare-reform bill lost week that would require 
women considering abortions to receive mescal 
information about the procedure and the name of 
the doctor who will perform it 24 hours in 
advance. 


An attempt to add the vasectomy proposnl-to 
the welfare bill failed today by a vote of 8-6 in a 
House health panel. But the proposal is still alive 
os a separate bill. Some committee members cov- 
ered their micropbqncs to-muffle their laughter 
during the discussions. 

But Bishop, who supports abortion rights, 
insists that his proposal, was serious, saying 
Thursday: 

“In order to get attention, you have to use some- 
thing like a 2-by-4. Maybe this will bring atten- 
tion.” 

The bill goes hirtber than the abortion-notification 
proposal, requiring that the nun’s wife, parents and 


in-laws be informed before he receives a vasectomy. 
The nun must be told at least 24 hours before the 
procedure who will perform it, the medical risks 
involved and that it con be irrcvcisible. 

Notification is not required in the case of a 

medical emergency, the bill says. 

Rep. Kris Hasskamp, a Democrat who spon- 
sored the abortion proposal, said she supported 
Bishop's bill, although she wasn’t sure otout the 
in-law provision. 

“I asked him if this was a serious proposal or if 
he was just responding to my comments. He said 
both,” she said. ”If he’s serious, I'm willing to 
work with him on it.”

The national cable television 
sports network, ESPN, called her for an 
interview, and the compus newspaper 
resurrected the story. 

It was May 1993 when Peter twice 
touched Kivenhoven in a Lincoln, Neb., 
bar. According to police reports, Peter 
reached between her legs and touched 
her outside her clothing as she stood in a 
crowd. He later was convicted of third- 
degree sexual assault. 

At first, Kivenhoven didn't want any- 
one to know what had happened, she 
said later. As a Nebraska student and a 
friend of several football players, she 
didn’t want the media to turn the inci- 
dent into a block mark against the entire 
program. 

But the nightmares that followed and 
rumors that she had not been the first 
victim convinced Kivenhoven to speak 
out. 

“I was really nervous about it. It really 
controlled my thoughts,” she said. 

Given her status in the community as 
Miss Nebraska, Kivenhoven figured she 
could “go forward with more power” 
than some of the other women who made 
similor allegations against Peter.

Rescue workers from the

der. They brought him to 
the Magic Valley Regional 
Medical Center, where be 
was transferred to a Boise 
hospital Friday evening. 

Fullmer said seven men 
and two women used a 
metal pipe found near the 
area to move the boulder 
long ' enough for EMT 


crews to remove his arm.

“He was in pain, but he 
wasn’t yelling a lot.” 
Fullmer said. “I think he 
wos going into shock.” 

Ellis Robertson, Twin- 
Falls County Search and 
Resue commander, said the 
trail to Hidden Lakes was 
generally safe. Still, he

HAILEY (AP) - Boise State 
IJnivcrsity has classrooms and a 
football field like any other 
school.

-In December, Alice and Robert 
Harper of ;Deerfield, Moss., turned 
over the stock in the Pass Mine, a 
silver-lead tmderground operation 
about 12 miles northwest of 
Hailey, English professor Tom 
Trusky said. 

He helped cinch the deal that 
' could provide a mother lode of 
' information for both geology ,and 
history students. . . 

“It shows how the silver mines 
went through their agonies,”

David Shane Shelby, 29, a fugitive 
from Kentucky and Indiana, was 
arrested in Ogdm Wednesday after he 
allegedly tried to mail a light bulb 
filled with gunpowder to President 
Ciiriton'and a handgun to Charles 
Manson. 

He is accused of bank fraud in 
Kentucky and sending threatening let- 
ters to Clinton and Vice President Al 
Gore from Indiana last month. A fed- 
eral grand jury in Utah is to consider 
next week whether he should be 
charged with being a “fcIOn in posses- 
sion of a fircahn.” 

Shelby loves the outdoors, and he 
may have been drawn to Utah's 
rugged forests and mountains, friends 
and family members told the 
Standard-Examiner newspaper in a' 
copyngtit story rnoay. 

Shelby’s sister, Barkley, said 
he was exposed lo'the Mormon reli- 
gion by a classmate, and became a 
mcmbCT of the church ate age 1 0. 

She and her mother also were bap- 
tized into the Mormon Church, but all , 
three “fell away" after several years, 
Barkley said. 

Eventually her older brother dab- 
bled in witchcraft. 

“He got into it pretty heavy. .We- 
talked about it and he soid.h.^had 
found what he had been looking for, 
all th(^ years," she said. 

But Raymond Shelby said his son 
also became religious during the three 
years he spent in prison on burglary 
and parole violation charges. 

“He was confused ... He asked me a 
few times about difTcrent religions,"

“We’re simply asking the federal 
government to ca^ its fair share ofthe 
economic costs of salmon recovery,” 
he said. 

The National Marine Fisheries 
Service issued a draft biological opin- 


ion this week projecting aaadditioiutl 
$160 militon a y ear wil l needed to 
save the salmon from exilncfion. 

A similar plan to help the fish, advo- 
cated by the Northwest Power Plaiuiing 
Council, was estimated to cost about 
$ 1 75 million a year, they said. 

“With the help we ore seekmg from 
the federal government, the Pacific 
Northwest should be able to afiftnd its 
share of the costs of a biologically 
sound salmon recovery plan,” the 
Democrats said in the letter to Clinton. 

Without federal help, the lawmakers 
said they ore worried ^ut the ability 
of Northwest electric users to pay for 
ol] the proposed changes in hydre^w- 
cr dam operations... 

“We are extremely concerned about 
the Bonneville Power Administration’s 
ability to shoulder additional salmon 
recovery costs,” they wrote in the letter. 

“We ore disturbed by the fact that 
your administration docs not yet have a 
plan to pay for the costs of the NMFS 
biological opinion," they said.

Raymond Shelby said in a telephone 
interview from-his home at Bowling 
Green, Ind. 

Raymond Shelby said his son 
detests homosexuals.

Rob Gambill, a high school class- 
mate of Shelby’s who later was a cor- 
rectional officer at the Clay County, 
Ind., jail where Shelby served time on 
a weapons charge, said Shelby talked 
of bizarre experiences. 

“He told me he was laying irt his 
cell and God told him there was a 
d^on in his stomach. He told me he 
expelled the demon into his stool and 
it was multi-colored, green, piuplc, 
red, and it ran round the rim of the toi- 
let screaming. The demon ran down 
the drain and he could hear it scream- 
ing all through prison.”

‘Tm not going to cast any asper- 
sions on the motives behind it," said 
Republican Gov. Phil Batt, who was 
briefed on the situation a day earlier. 
“My concern is that the budget be cor- 
rect, and if it isn't, that the problem be 
fixed.” 

Officials said it would take some 
time to determine just how much 
money may have been overappropriat- 
cd to the university in its $80 million 
budget for the present school year. But 
one estimate put the total os high as $2 
million in state funding. 

House budget committee member 
Ralph Steele, R-Idaho Falls, ques- 
tioned why the university’s finance 
officer foiled to recognize that because 
of its accounting system the school 
and its ancillary op«-^ons would not 
have the extra pay period this year that 
all other state agencies have. 

It was another e^qiression of frustra- 
tion from lawmakers who have no 
handle on tens of millions of doltais 
the universities receive in grants, 
donations and from oiher sources.- 
That cash — ^estimated by some at-

well over half the schools' total bud- 
gets — is used to supplement the 
money they get from taxpayers and 
students. 

The possible over-appropriation 
was brought to light during the admin- 
istration’s continuing review of its 
proposed $735,000 reduction in the

Service. Batt Budget Director Dean 
Von Engelcn stripped out the money, 
saying it exceed^ the cash needed to 
meet reported payroll expenses. 

University officials initioHy 
warned that the reduction would 
force elimination of some programs’ 
currently being ofTered throughout 
rural Id^o. 

But the extension service’s financial 
officer told the administration on 
Thursday that the cosh was actually 
appropriated to cover an extra pay 
period that actually docs not exist 
under the university's accounting sys-

WARSAW; Poland {AP>— 
Roman Catholic bishops from 
Germany and Poland 
acknowledged on'Tucsday the 
guilt of Christians who did'not 
resist the Nazi extermination of 
Jews. Their admission came in 
statements commemorating the 
liberation of the Auschwitz 
death comp 50 years ago. 

President Clinton, 
meanwhile, has named writer 
Elie Wiescl, the Nobel Peace 

laureate who survived 

Auschwitz, to represent him at 
ceremonies in Poland marking 
the anniversary, the World 
Jewish Congress said in New 
York City. 

Wiesel was planning to 
attend as head of the World 
Jewish Congress' delegation. 
He and other prominent Jews 
have been upset by what they 
consider bungled Polish 
government planning of the 
. event. 

The statements from the 
. Catholic bishops were 
remarkable because criticism 
of Christian behavior during 
the Holocaust is still rare l^m 
church leaders in Poland and 
Gemuny. 

“The Holocaust put a paini\il 
burden, not only on the

German Catholic bishops,

Catholics have much denial 
and guilt.” 

Auschwitz, in Nazi-occupicd 
Poland, was Nazi Germany’s 
largest concentration and death 
'camp. More than 1.5 million 
people — 90 percent of them 
Jews — were gassed, shot or 
starved to death there between 
1940*45. The Soviet Union 
liberated the camp on Jan. 27, 
1945. 

According to a recent survey 
— by-thc-Polish-govemment; — 
almost half of Poles associate 
the camp with the martyrdom 
of their nation, rather than the 
extermination of Jews.

Why did so many people die? 
How can one make sense of this 
tragedy? Where is the meaning in 
all this? 

Those some questions occurred to 
my friend, as he and his wife 
watched the true scope of the 
disaster unfold on television. He 
passed those questions on to me, 
because he knew 1 believe in God 
and 1 believe that God is good. His 
inquiry was sincere; “In what 
context — spiritual or otherwise — 
can you put these seemingly 
senseless deaths in Japan?” he 
asked. 

I'm not sure if there is one. 

Later that day, I called the Rev. 
Roy Kokuzo, pastor of the Long 
Beach (Calif.) Buddhist Church, to 
see whether any members of his 
primarily Japanese congregation 
hod relatives in Kobe. As far as he 
knew, there were none, he said. 
Then, I decided to pass The 
Question on to him; “How con you 
explain this tragedy to the members 
of your congregation?" 

Kokuzo sighed and in honest 
exasperation, said, “I can’t answer 
that." 

I told him I'd give him a chance 
to think about it. But in my heart, 1 
felt he hod given me the answer 


A few weeks ago, I received a 
card from a reader that really 
afTecied me. He lives In the Long 
Beach area arid is married with two 
children. About two months ago, he 
was diagnosed with a rare cancer. 
It’s terminal and he’s been given 
maybe a year to live. Until then, he 
lives with the pain. 

This reader comes across ns a 
faithful, humble man. “God is in 
control," he writes. But he follows 
that statement with The Questions: 

"You know the Lord — and 1 do 
too — and I will understand some 
day — some day why. If 1 would 
pray for a miracle cure, would that 
be asking God to change his plan of 
etcraity?" 

I’ve written about grief and 
sufTering in this column ^fore, and 
I have seen how the suffering pf 
some has-made their characters 
stronger aad their faith so much 
deeper. It is as. if their sunering 
allows them to understand the 
spiritual in ways I can only imagine. 
They are able to appreciate life in 
ways that presently escape me. And 
they become some of the greatest 
testimonies to the existence of God 
— more convincing than the most 
thought'provokiqg apologetic. So, 
I’m convinced that there is spiritual 


to me. But I trust with all my heart 
that it does make sense to God, and 
I will try to persuade anyone as 
much. 

I believe that God has infinite 
wisdom. And while I cannot believe 
that he enjoys watching people 
suffer, he knows why It must be. He 
con look at the 5,000 dead in Kobe 
and understand. He con look at the 
man or woman dying of cancer and 
know why. He con look at the gong 
rape, the child abuse, torture and' 
oppression and see meaning. . 

God can look behind him and 
sees the honors of history, like the 
Holocaust. He can look ahead of 
him and see the tragedies to come. 
God can take it all in at once — the 
pain and suffering of a thousand 
generations — and make sense of it, 
all of it 

I don’t consider myself to be an 
intellectual lightweight, but there 
are times when 1 simply can’t moke 
sense of some things. That is why I 
trust God to understand what is 
really, going on- in the world. 

And that trust alone gives me 
peace.

Slowing economy, interest 
rate worries dampen stocks

In supermarkets across America, bottled 
wotcr now commands its own aisle. And 
along the top shelves — in sculpted bottles 
with giimd names — sits namre’s trendiest 
beverage: spring water. 

But what’s in those pedigreed bottles may 
not be as clear as it seems. 

There’s a battle brewing in this country, 
and it’s all about labels on water. Bottlers 
are trading jabs over what constitutes 
“spring water," consumers are puzzled 
about libels, and the federal government is 
considering new regulations. , . 

At sUike is a chunk of the nearly S3 bil- 
lion U.S. moricet for bottled water. 

The National Spring Water Associatiim, 
a group of purists in the water business, 
says consumers — wooed by images of 
water trickling out of mountain rock — are ' 
paying premium prices for spring WQtpr— 
that is nothing more than water from a 
well. 

‘Today a lot of labels say natural spring 
water, but many companies actually (Hit a 
bore hole in the ground and pump the water ' 


NSWA. “That’s simply well water. Do you 
think some of these major brands could sell 
much water if their labels said well or bore- 
hole water?” 

But the International Bottled Water As- 
sociation, which represents 85 percent of 
the industry, said either method yields safe, - 
drinkable spring water. 

Lodged in the middle is the U.S. Food 
and Drag Administration. The agency pro- ' 
posed standard definitions for the water in- 
dustry two years ago. 

Those standards say water collected by 
either method could be labeled spring wa- 
ter. Appropriately, a decision is expected in 
the spring. 

“Spring water is a premium product, 
which is the reason companies like to put 
it on their bottle labels,” said Gao' New- 
ton, an environmental specialist for the 
Florida Department of Agriculture and 
Consumer Services, which regulates bot- 
tled water. “This really comes down to 
money and bow much consumers pay for 
their water." 

Water from a spring can be collected two 
ways: capturing it at the orifice where it 
surfaces naturally or by dritling a bore hole

and tapping into the spring just below the 
carthls surface. 

Heaton's group, the NSWA, says the dif- 
ference in these methods makes all the dif- 
ference. And it wants the FDA to adopt 
stricter "trath-in-Iabeling” laws. 

Heaton, who owns several springs in 
North Carolina, says the bore hole method 
is a fast, cheap way fo'r.bottlcrs to extract 
water. While such collections can produce' 
safe water if it is properly filtered and puri- 
fied, the extracted water's composition can 
be altered, he said. The pump not only pulls 
in water from the aquifer, but possibly 
poorly filtered surface water such as rain 
and lake water that may contain bacteria:- 
The bore hole method also robs the spring 
quicker than it can naturally replenish, 
Heaton said. 

Heaton’s group uses houses or structures 
that encapsulate the spring opening, protect- 
ing the water from outside contaminants. 

The bigger trade group, the IBWA, says 
that, using the bore hole method, the water 
comes fhom the same aquifer that feeds the 
spring, and by pumping it out, bottlers con 
protect the water from surface-contamiaa-- 
tion. 


"There is no issue on the dermltion,” said 
Lisa Prats, vice president of the IBWA. 
“The Federal Drag Administration, most 
state authorities, in fact, most of the world, 
recognizes both methods.” 

“^^en we do use a bore hole, we make 
sure the water has the same physical proper- 
ties, composition and quality of the water 
that flows naturally to the surface of/the 
caith;”-Prats said.
